The Ninth Annual Meeting of the ‘‘English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest’’ was held in the Church 
of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Wis., Rev. W. K. Frick, 
pastor, beginning June 7, 1899. The opening services were 


conducted by the President and Secretary, and consisted of 


the Order for Public Confession, and the Morning Service. 
The Synodical Sermon was preached by the President, Rev. 
W. K. Frick, on Psalm 93: 5, choosing as his theme ‘‘A 
Holy Church.’’ 

The celebration of the Lord’s Supper followed. 

At the conclusion of the service, the President an- 
nounced the Committee on Credentials, consisting of Revs. 
M. E. Boulton, E. A. Trabert and Mr. Abel Hanson.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Beloved Brethren in C. nrist : 


In church and state there have been stirring and 
eventful times during the past year. 
the new era on which our country has entered, with its call 
for extending our foreign work into countries like Porto 


' Rico, belongs more fittingly in a report to our own general 


body. So, too, anything more than a mere reference to 
the Peace Congress fostered by Russia and the unjust 
treatment of our Lutheran brethren in Finland fostered by 
the same Russia. 

Thus appropriately may we refer to the new era that 
appears to be dawning in our beloved Church in America 


as indicated by the harmonious General Conference held . 
in Philadelphia during last Christmas week by representa- _ 
tive men of the General Council and General Synod. It 


indicates that the English Lutherans of America,—for in 
fact, though not in intention, it was an English Conference 
—have convictions, based on the Word and Confessions, for 
which they are prepared to contend and to sacrifice. It 
was not always thus. There has been much Lutheran 
zeal in this land of ours without knowledge, but our Ameri- 
can Church has grown amazingly in clearness and firm- 
ness of conviction. If, by the grace of God, we succeed 


in doing two things, broadly speaking, no portion of any 


church in America is destined to advance by leaps and bounds 
in the next fifty years as the English portion of our church. 

These two things are: On the one hand, Godliness 
in pulpit and pew, and, on the other, care to foster in each 
generation of young people as it comes on, a spirit of religi- 
ous inquiry and denominational enthusiasm. The amount 
of interest, knowledge, and benevolence is of small account. 
If it is but real and living it will grow into something. 


The people who reach their high water-mark a year or two 


_ The discussion of 
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after confirmation are the death of all church enterprise. 
The growing men and women insure stability to all our 
church endeavors. 

How may we obtain such a constituency? ‘The answer 
is found in a word—‘‘ The Lutheran.’’ Where we can suc- 
ceed in arousing interest enough to secure the placing 
of acopy of the paper in every family, even though it be 
the fifty cent monthly, rather than the two dollar weekly 
issue, and at the same time interest enough to secure a 
steady reading of the editorial utterances of the paper by 
some member of the family, we have laid the foundation of 
a strong and aggressive Lutheran issue. As a mere church 
newspaper, ‘‘ The Lutheran’’ is worth many times its cost ; 
yet the true value of thé paper consists in its thoughtful 
editorial examination from week to week of the great issues 
of the day, the testing of current forms of belief and un- 
belief by the Word of God, and the masterly grasp of the 
great home mission problem of the West. A _ thoughtful 
ehurch is bound to be a victorious church, and a steady 


diet of ‘‘Lutheran’’ editorials read, considered and dis- 


cussed in the family circle, will make a thoughtful church. 
How better can we use the closing years of the nineteenth | 
century than by securing a subscription to ‘‘The Lutheran’”’ 
from every family and one constant reader in every house. 


A SURVEY OF THE YEAR 


fills us with thanksgiving to our Heavenly Father. There 
is steady growth in nearly every Congregation. St. Paul’s, 


Red Wing, shows an increase of 56 communicants; St. 


John’s, Minneapolis, 48; St. James, St. Paul, 29; and 
Zion, The Dalles, 22. 


St. John’s, Minneapolis, has been making gains in a 


financial way. Thecurrent income is double what it was 
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three years ago. St. Luke’s, Goodhue, pledges $40 a 
for support of the church. — 

Trinity, Seattle, has, by the of its 
pastor, our laborious and devoted brother Beates, and the 


generosity of our worthy friend, Mr. Bohn, succeeded in 


paying off its back interest and reducing by $345 the prin- 
cipal of its debt. 


Since March 1, 1899, St Paul’s, Red Wing, has hecctie 


self-sustaining. The senna of success has been ‘‘harmony, 
energy, perseverance.’ 

Our Twin City pastors enjoy a Twin City pastoral 
association and their churches a Twin City Luther League. 
- Last August, I was able to gather ten pastors in this 
church for an evening’s discussion of ‘‘The Benefits of a 
Devout Participation in the Holy Communion.’’ The bless- 
ings of that discussion have been felt all year long. 


Bro. Gebhart’s Sunday School work at Fargo has so. 


grown that enlarged accommodations are imperatively 
needed. 


PASTORAL CHANGES. 


Rev. J. F. Ohl, Mus. D., and editor of the Parish 
Hymnal, on Dec. 15 last, terminated his work as pastar 
of the Milwaukee Deaconess Motherhouse and removed to 
Philadelphia to become Chaplain in the German Hospital.

from Red Wing. With Bro. Boulton’s assistance this work

greatest success has crowned the Wisconsté: Mis- 
sions. At Racine the work under Student C. K. Lippard 
developed so rapidly last summer that on September 4, 
1898, I was able to organize it as the Church of the Holy 
Communion with twenty members. Under an arrange- 
ment with the Chicago Theological Seminary, Students 
Lippard and Marteinson alternated during the seminary 
year in the work of preaching and catechising. On the 
Sunday after Easter, under the eyes of two hundred per- 
sons who crowded the Y. M. C. A. parlors where services are 
held, I confirmed a class of five. Student G. F. Gehr, of 
the Seminary, has been secured for the vacation under pay 
from the Congregation but under ae supervision of the 
Synod. 

A harder crust had to be breieen ites at Le Crosse. 


With the transfer of the work to the first story of the — 
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Y. M. C. A. its solid growth began. On September 9, 
1898, the Church of the Holy Trinity was organized. The. 
pastor confirmed his first class of three on Trinity Sunday. 
On May 28, Bro. Zuber installed him in his pastorate. 
The festivals of the Church Year have given the pastor 
an opportunity to put his musical gifts to’ good account. 
These missionaries have been laborious. They kept up 


a constant correspondence with me, reporting successes and 


seeking counsel. I regard no part of the year’s labors 
with more satisfaction than the weekly interchange of letters 
with these young brethren. 

What these churches need is lots and buildings. Their 
case is before the Church Extension Society. N ow is the 
time to strike in both places. . 

I recommend that the receipts for the $150 each given 
by Messrs. Lippard and Trabert, which amounts were paid, 


through me, by Messrs. Bohn and Smith, be entered in the 


accounts of the Treasurer. 


VISITATION. 


Except a Sunday each in the two Wisconsin Missions, 
and a visit to St. Luke’s, Goodhue, on Wednesday, after 
Synod of last year, where I installed the pastor, Rev. 
M. E. Boulton, I have not been able to visit the churches. 
No one regrets it more than I do, but my many duties here 
and at Chicago make it physically impossible. 

One visit to The Dalles was undertaken, in my stead, 


| by the traveling-missionary for the West Coast, Rev. J. A. 


Beates. Beyond this he has nothing to report. I would 
suggest to Synod that the duties of traveling-missionary be

WEST, MILWAUKEE, JUNE 7, 1899 


To the President and Members of the Synod of the Northwest, Greetings : 


The Central Conference Committee, organized at the last meeting of 
Synod held in Minneapolis, on the twentieth day of June, 1898, would re- 
spectfully report that it has held, during the year, three meetings. The 
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first at Memorial Church, St. Paul, on the twenty-ninth of September, 
1898; the second at Holy Trinity, La Crosse, Wis, November tenth and 
eleventh, 1898; andthe third at Red Wing, Minn,, in St. Paul’s Church 
on the thirty-first of January and the first of February, 1899. 


These meetings were full of interest and profit to all who attended. 


The Lord’s Supper was twice celebrated, all the pastors present partak- 
ing. The interest manifested both on the part of the pastors and people 
has been on the increase. The first meeting was largely devoted to the 


- question of Church Loyalty and how best to awaken and preserve it. 
Also the all important question of the Communion, ‘‘Who are Worthy to 


Partake ?’’ ‘How Often Should We Partake ?’’ ‘‘What are the Bene- 
fits Conferred ?"’ | 
At the La Crosse meeting, Confirmation claimed our attention. ‘‘The 


Best Methods of Instructing the Young in the Catechism,’’ and ‘‘The 
Benefits and Abuses of Confirmation;’’ following theses by the President. 


of Synod, This important and interesting topic was further developed 
at the Red Wiug meeting. Reports fron the field, as given by the dif- 
ferent pastors at the several meetings, were full of encouragement and 


signs of steady progress. 
We deeply regret that all the pastors in the Synod cannot enjoy the 


_ privileges we have been permitted to enjoy in these Conference Com- 


mittee meetings, and we desire to express our thanks to Synod for having 
brought this work into being.

the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Wis., June 7th, 1899, after 
considerable discussion on the best methods of developing the extended 
mission territory of the Synod, it was resolved that we petition Synod to 


memorialize the General Council to place a Sunday School Field Secre- 


tary upon the territory occupied by Synod. 


Our reasons for asking this are: (1.) That we find this system 


prevailing among the Reformed denominations to draw away from us 
our Lutheran children, and they are meeting with marked success. 
These denominations have such traveling field workers who go from 
place to place organizing Sunday Schools, getting persons from differ- 
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- » ent churches and nationalities interested in the work, and flooding these 
schools with their denominational literature. These schools soon grow 
up into self-supporting congregations; but in many of these, from 50 tc 
80 per cent. are children of our Lutheran parentage.

The Milwaukee Hospital is situated on its beautiful 
grounds, Twenty-Second, Cedar and State Streets, Milwau- 
kee, Wis., and is the most prominent hospital inthe city. It 
was founded by Rev. W. A. Passavant, D. D., in 1863, © 
and is conducted by the Institution of Protestant Deaconess- 
es. Rev. W. A. Passavant is General Director, and Martha 
Gensike is Directing Sister. From Rev. Mr. Passavant’s last 
report the following is gleaned with regard to the past year’s 
and progress : 

The year 1898 was the most ietntatel in the himory of 
the institution. There was a larger number of patients, a 
larger number of doctors enlisted in the work, a larger in- 
come, andthe sympathy and practical support of more 
friends were given than ever before. During the year 
ending January 1, 1899, seventy different physicians sent 
patients to the hospital, the total number cared for being | 
590, an increase of 153 over thé preceding years. Their 
classification and nursing days were as follows:

The average stay of each patient was twenty-eight days,

A new driveway i 
with an easier grade is almost completed. The unsightly ie 
bank on Twenty-First Street is terraced, and trees and it 
shrubbery will be planted.

| THE NAME. | 
The name of this congregation shall be 
the.

ARTICLE II. 
‘THE FAITH. 
SECTION 1. This congregation accepts 


the Canonical Books of the Old and New 
Testaments as the revealed Word of God 


and the only rule of faith and life; and the 


Unaltered Augsburg Confession and Luth- 
er’s Small Catechism, together with the 
Large Catechism, the Apology, the Schmal- 
cald Articles and the Formula of Concord, 
as the correct interpretation of that Word; 
with which all books of worship and all 


instruction in the congregation shall ac-— 


cord. 

Sec. 2. This congregation shall be in 
union with a synod of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church whose doctrinal basis is 
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in accordance with Section 1 of this Article. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


SECTION 1. This congregation shall con- 
sist of the pastor or pastors and such other 
members of the Church of Christ as accept 
this constitution and conform to its re- 
quirements. 

All children baptized i in this congregation 
and such children of communicants as have 
been baptized elsewhere, and have not yet 


reached years of separate responsibility are 


members of this congregation; but they 
shall not be entitled to the Lord’s Supper 
until duly instructed and confirmed. 

All persons who have been instructed in 
the doctrines of the church and received in- 
to this congregation by adult baptism or 
confirmation, or who have been received at 
a public service either from another Luther- 
an congregation on a letter of transfer or 
other evidence satisfactory to the church | 
council, or from a congregation not Luth- 
eran on similar evidence and after necessary 
instruction by the pastor, are communicant 
members. 

Sec. 2. It is the duty of every ee 
to be steadfast in the baptismal covenant; 
to be faithful in attendance upon the ser- 
vices of the church; to receive the Lord’s 
Supper regularly and, if possible, as often as 
celebrated; to contribute systematically 
to the support of the congregation; to 
engage in works of mercy as behooves a 
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follower of Christ; to be siireseed in all 
things and to abstain from all worldliness 
which leads away from the love of God, 
and from all associations of an infidel or 
doubtful character or which claim for 


themselves what God has given to His 


church alone. | 

If parents, it is their duty to have 
their children baptized as early as possible 
and, whenever practicable, in the presence 
of the congregation ; to have them instruct- 
ed and confirmed as soon as they shall have 
reached a proper age; and diligently to en- 
gage in family prayer and Christian train- 
ing at home. 

Sec. 3. Voters.—Communicant members 
not under church censure, who contribute 
regularly to the support of the congrega- 
tion as God prospers them, and who areat 
least twenty-one (21) years of age, — 
be entitled to vote. 

Sec. 4. Dismissals.— in 
standing, who remove into the bounds of 
another Lutheran congregation, shall be 
entitled to a letter of transfer by the church 
council. 

Members who persistently newlect the 
Means of Grace and refuse to support the 
church shall be duly admonished by the 
pastor and every reasonable effort shall be 
put forth by the church council to reclaim 
them ; if they continue in theirneglect, their 
names shall be stricken from the roll, but 


upon application they shall be given a cer- 


tificate stating only the fact of their forever 
membership. _ 
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These letters shall be issued by the pas- 


tor,upon the authority of the church coun- 


cil, or by the council itself in case the pas- 

torate be vacant, according to the forms 

prescribed in the By-Laws. 
ARTICLE IV. 


THE PASTOR. 
SECTION 1. No one shall be the pastor of 


this congregation who has not been obli- | 
gated to the Confessions of the Evangelli- 


cal Lutheran Church as set forth in Article 
II, Section 1, and whose faith and life are 


not in accord therewith. 

He shall be or become a mentor of the 
synod with which this on is 
connected. 

SEc. 2. The puTt&s of the pastor shall be 
to preach the Word, to administer the Sac- 
raments, to give instruction to the young 


_and all others needing it, in the principles — 


and practices of the Christian religion as 
set forth in Luther’s Small Catechism; to 
conduct public worship on the Lord's Day, 
the principal church festivals and at other 
suitable times; and to perform all the 


offices usual to his calling according to the 


tenets, rites andcustoms of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. 

He shall not admit to the pulpit anyone 
of whose soundness in the faith there is 
reason to doubt. 

He shall keep a record of all his intasate 
rial acts in the congregation, in a book to 
be by it provided and to remain its prop- 
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‘The pastor, as the chief officer of the con- 
gregation, shall be the president of the 
church council and of the congregation. 
If he be absent, or if for some special rea- 
son he or the congregation deem it best 
that he should not preside, one of the legal 
voters shall be elected to the chair. 

He shall make all public statements of 
excommunication or restoration. No offi- 
cial act of the council or congregation 
shall take effect without his knowledge, 
_and his having had an opportunity of being 
heard; and in the necessary absence of the 
pastor, no business of such a nature that 
he, as the spiritual head of the congrega- 
tion, has a right to be heard in it, shall be 
finally disposed of. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies.—When there is a va- 
cancy in the pastorate, the council shall 
inform the president of conference or synod 
and solicit his advice, and after pray- 
erful consideration, shall nominate a can- 
didate eligible ns to Section 1 of 

this Article. 

One candidate only shall be souieanne 
at one time to be voted for or against by 
ballot, at a congregational meeting duly 
called, and a majority of two-thirds of the 
legal voters present shall be necessary to 
an election. 

Sec. 4. The Call.—When a pastor has been 
thus elected a written call shall be sent 
him by the council, in which the support 
guaranteed him by the congregation. onal 
be specified. 

Sec. 5. aeneonnAs soon as prac- 
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ticable after the pastor has entered upon 
his work in the congregation, he shall be 
regularly installed according to the form 
prescribed in the Order of Ministerial Acts 

of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 
6. Resignation.—A pastor, before 
leaving the congregation, shall present a 
written resignation to the church council, 
who shall lay it before a congregational 
meeting called for the purpose according to 
_ the provisions of this constitution. 

In case the resignation is accepted, he 
shall not leave the congregation without its 
consent until after the expiration of three 
months from the date of his resignation. 


ARTICLE V. 
‘THE CHURCH COUNCIL. 


SECTION 1. At each annual meeting the 
congregation shall elect one-third (4%) (as 
near as may be) of the number of deacons 
specified in the By-Laws; from the male 
members over twenty-one (21) years of 
age, eligible according to Article III, Sec- 
tions 2 and 3, to serve for three (3) years; 
a majority vote being necessary to an elec- 
tion.

_ tion, they shall elect from their own num- 
ber a secretary and a treasurer, who

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Sec. 2. The duties of the deacons are 
of such a nature as to leave the pastor, as 
near as may be, unobstructed time and 
energy for the directly spiritual part of his 
official work, and also to aid him ip that 
work by their counsel and co-operation. 
They shall collect and disburse all moneys, 
see that the pastor receive sufficient salary 
and that it be promptly paid; that the ele- 
ments be secured for the Lord’s Supper, the 
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vessels properly kept and the altar pre- 


pared for the communion; and attend to 
all other duties as set forth in their charge 
of installation as found in the Order of 
Ministerial Acts. They shall, in connec- 
tion with the pastor or pastors, constitute 
the church council as the executive officers 
of the congregation. 

The church council shall have. the care 
of allthe property of the congregation, real 
and personal; but the trustees hereinafter 
provided for shall be the congregation’s 
agents at law, unless otherwise ordered. 

In case of a vacancy in the pastorate, the 
council shall confer with the president of 
conference or of synod and see that the 
pulpit is regularly supplied, or, failing to 
secure asupply, they may appoint alayman 
to conduct the services.

Ifthe person has not been restored with- 
in the time specified in his suspension, the 
congregation may exclude the offender from 
its membership.

The pastor is ex-officio the head 
of the Sunday school, but the teachers and 
officers of the school should elect an assist- 
ant superintendent satisfactory to the 
church council, whose duty it shall be to 
look after the growth and welfare of the 
school; to see that the teachers and schol- 
ars are regular and attentive, and to as- 
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sist the pastor in the opening and closing 
services, or take full cmacge as the pastor 
may request. 

Sec. 3. The teachers in the Sunday 
school should be confirmed members in 
_ good standing of an Evangelical Lutheran 
congregation, and shall be appointed by 
the pastor and assistant superintendent. 


ARTICLE IX. 
RIGHT OF PROPERTY. 


SECTION 1. Incase of a division of this 
congregation, its property, real and per- 
sonal, shall belong to that part which re- 
mains faithful to this constitution and to 
the synod adhering to the Fundamental 
Principles of the General Council of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in North 
America. 
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Sec. 2. Should then be a dissolution of. 


this congregation from any cause what- 
ever, the lands, tenements and other es- 
tates, real and personal, thereto belonging, 
shall vest in the synod with which this 
congregation has been connected. 


ARTICLE X. 


SeEcTION 1. By-Laws not in conflict with 
the letter or spirit of this constitution may 
be made by the congregation. 


ARTICLE XI. 
AMENDMENTS. 
SECTION 1. Amendments may be made 


at a congregational meeting regularly call- 
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
